1 . ON JULY 11, ACCOMPANIED BY SCIENCE ATTACHE, I MET WITH 

DR. ETEMAD, PRESIDENT, ATOMIC ENERGY ORGANIZATION OF IRAN. ETEMAD 
STATED THAT AEOI IS NOW COORDINATING WITH MINISTRY OF ECONOMIC AND 
FINANCE AFFAIRS TO SELECT 5 TO 6 PERSON GOI DELEGATION FOR AUGUST 
8-12 MEETINGS OF JOINT U.S.-IRAN ENERGY COMMITTEE. ABOUT AGENDA PRO- 
POSED IN REFTEL (A), ETEMAD SAID HE HAD "NO PROBLEMS' 1 WITH IT, AND 
THAT HE WOULD BE AVAILABLE FOR 3-4 DAYS OF DISCUSSIONS IN WASHINGTON. 

2. CONCERNING BILATERAL NUCLEAR TALKS, ETEMAD'S VIEW WAS THAT 
FOLLOWING MAJOR POINTS REMAINED TO BE DEALT WITH: 

A. NUCLEAR FUEL CYCLE (HE SAID GOI IS WAITING TO HEAR FROM U.S.

PARTICULARLY ON NUCLEAR FUEL CYCLE EVALUATION PROGRAM AND THAT AEOI 
IS LOOKING FORWARD TO PARTICIPATING CLOSELY IN THIS EFFORT). 

B. HOW LEGISLATION PREPARED BY NEW ADMINISTRATION WOULD INFLUENCE 
FUTURE U.S.-IRAN NUCLEAR COOPERATION. 
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C. HOW GOI SHOULD HANDLE "TREATY" WITH U.S., ESPECIALLY WITH 

RESPECT TO AUTONOMOUS AGENCY STATUS OF NUCLEAR REGULATORY COMMISSION, 
ON GRANTING EXPORT LICENSES. 

3. RE SOLAR ENERGY, REFTEL (B), ETEMAD CONCURRED THAT SOLAR ENERGY 
DOES HAVE STRONG POTENTIAL FOR IRAN, AND MERITS CONSIDERATION 
SURING JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING. ETEMAD COMMENTED FAVORABLY ON THE 
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WORK BEING DONE AT THE SANDIA LAB AND SPOKE OF HOPED-FOR FRUITFUL 
COLLABORATION WITH ERDA. 

4. ETEMAD ALSO GAVE A BRIEF OUTLINE OF IRAN'S NUCLEAR POWER PLANT 
PROGRAM. HE ANTICIPATES THAT THE COSTS OF PLANTS AND ELECTRICITY 
GENERATED THERE FROM WILL CONTINUE TO RISE. AS AN EXAMPLE, HE CITED 
THE TWO PLANTS NOW UNDER CONSTRUCTION AS BUSHEHR WERE AEOI ESTIMATES 
THEY WILL HAVE TO INVEST APPROXIMATELY AN EXTRA $300 MILLION (COM- 
PARED TO SIMILAR PLANTS IN WEST GERMANY) TO PAY FOR ADDITIONAL 
SAFETY AND ENVORONMENTAL PROTECTION COSTS ON EARTHQUAKE-PROOF 
DESIGN. PHYSICAL SECURITY (ANTI-SABOTAGE) AND AVOIDANCE OF POLLUTION 
OF THE PERSIAN GULF. 

5. ETEMAD EXPRESSED SOME PERSONAL CONCERN OVER TOO-RAPID A PACE 
OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT IN IRAN. ETEMAD SAID THE SHAH IS 
PUSHING AEOI STAFF VERY HARD (2,500 PERSONNEL OF WHICH 900 ARE 
PROFESSIONALS) TO ATTAIN GOAL OF 22 NUCLEAR POWER PLANTS TO BE 
COMPLETED WITH NEXT 15 YEARS.
